Thk oi^lith voluTiK* of thib (edition completes the Woiks 
the poet As theie is no jm^fdtoiy note to volume 
seven, the extension of tlie edition to nine, instead of ei<:^ht 
volumes may now be explained 

It was originally intended that the Poetical Woiks should 
be completed in seven volumes, and that tlie eighth should 
be Gutiiely devoted to the Life of Wordsworth, lUid a Ciitical 
Essay , but it has been found impossible, even by omitting 
editoiial notes diul oilier illustrative matter — as well as the 
piose fragments and tlie indexes — to condense wliat remainod 
of the poems into a single volume that did not gieatly exceed 
the others in size In these circumstances it '^coined best 
to close the seventh volume with the pocun^ Delonging 
to the year 1834, and to add the jirose faagments, two 
indexes, and a new chronological table of the ^Kleins to the 
eighth 

The chronological list previously given was netessanly 
incomplete, important sources of infoimatiuu having been 
discovered since it was published That whicli is now 
published may not be absolutely accuiate There is n6 
such thing as finality in such a inattor — as fiesh docu- 
mentary evidence may tix some dates that are uncertain, 
and correct others that eeem rebable— but it is beheved 
that no important error will be found in the present list
